N the time Harry B. Harper was out of the automobile 


business, following his retirement as Studebaker dis- 


tributor in Philadelphia, up until his return the other day as 


| Willys-Overland sales manager, he was carving out a reputa- 


tion in an entirely different line—distributor for the Air- 
Way Electric Appliance Corporation, with offices in Philly 
and a territory that covered three states. At that he built up 
a reputation almost as great as the one he established in the 


‘automobile industry. 


Out here in Detroit Harper is well known as a human 
dynamo, one who, when he has a job to do, gets right down 
to the roots of the thing, and, in the way of verification of 
this, one of his old friends told me the story of how he breke 
in with the big corporation that has so successfully marketed 
its air-way sanitary systems in the United States through 


house-to-house canvassing methods. 


* * * 

LTHOUGH Harper was slated for a big job with Air- 

Way he was required to go through the same training 
all salesmen have to take—go out and peddle the stuff from 
house to house and learn how it is done. Was Harper too big 
for this sort of work? He was not, of course. He became 
a salesman, ringing door bells just like an ordinary peddler, 
so that when he took over his big territory he had the sales- 
man’s viewpoint. This was in marked contrast to another 
aspirant for a similar distributorship, who indignantly 
refused to be put through this course of sprouts—it was 
beneath him, 

This lack of high hat is typical of this man Harper, who 
has such a fine record in the automobile business, starting 
as far back as 1907, when he joined Ford as advertising man- 
ager, only to step out and organize and operate the first 
export department for Ford. With this specialty he went to 
Willys-Overland in 1911, handling exports. Then he was 
made assistant sales manager and he took the sales manager's 
desk in 1915. While holding that title he brought into the 
organization from Maxwell-Briscoe a young hustler, one Roy 
Peed, who later was Willys-Overland sales manager and who 
now is general manager of De Soto. 

Harper left the factory in 1918 to become a Willys- 
Overland distributor in Philadelphia, only to go to Stude- 
baker two years later as general sales manager, following 
which he went back to retailing the South Bend product.

Dr. Mees doubts, for instance, “that the life of any agri- 
culturist in any country today is happier than that of the 
peasant in the Nile valley 4,000 years ago.” He doubts that 
city dwellers today are happier than those of Babylonian or 
Greek cities in the golden ages of those peoples. He might 
have added that the lot of the ordinary Peruvian under the 
Incas and before the coming of Spain was one of the happiest 


that ever has been given to mortal man. 

Happiness is so imponderable a matter as almost to defy 
analysis. Material things do not suffice alone. The spirit 
may produce it, but seldom does without help from the 
material. The Declaration of Independence set forth man’s 
right to pursue happiness, but was wise enough not to guar- 


antee it. 

We can see, or think we can, an age in which machinery 
employed with vision could give mankind security, reasonable 
Jeisure, a superfluity of income over living needs. Perhaps 
these are not the raw materials of happiness, but certainly 
they do form the foundation upon which the spirit, properly 
directed and encouraged, can build the superstructure of this 
imponderable quality that makes life worth living. As the 
agency that has brought the machine age to just about its 
highest level far, the automotive industry should be} 
keenly interested in this subject.

OT long ago the Florida Senate passed a bill that would 
have imposed a tax of 8 cents per gallon on motor fuel.

AIR DRAWING AND 
TEMPERING OVEN 


4 gas-recirculating, air-drawing 
oven, kuown as Type “H,” has been 


developed by the Despatch Oven 
Company, Minneapolis, Minn. It 
is intended to permit air drawing 


and tempering and is designed for 
low-temperature heat treating and 
air drawing requiring a maximum 
temperature of 800 degrees Fahren- 
heit 

The inside working space is 2x3 
feet and 4 feet in height, but the 
oven can be constructed to pro- 
vide any capacity required. Of the 
double-wall type, it is reinforced 
with structural steel, and the walls 
themselves are of heavy Steel. Five 
inches of insulation are provided 
between the double walls. In addi- 
tion to the double walls, a third 
forms an air space and lines the 
interior chamber. 

This lining wall forms a baffle 
for heated air generated in the 
heating chamber, which rises to the 
top of the oven without entering 
the working chamber.

In the third or lining wall, near 
the bottom, is a slot on each side 
through which the air in the cham- 


ber passes out and mixes with the 
heated air rising from the gas 
burner. In this way the air from 


the chamber is continuously raised 
to the proper temperature and re- 
circulated. Uniformity is claimed to 
be within five degrees, Fahrenheit, 
plus or minus, and is by a vapor 
tension thermostatic system. After 
adjustment for the required tem- 
perature, the thermostatic control, 
operated in conjunction with a re- 
lay and motor-driven valve in the 
gas supply line, requires no further 
attention, it is claimed.

A second material, known as 
Amsco 459 welding rod, is recom- 
mended as being highly resistant to 
abrasion, and it is said to cost less 
than other hard surfacing materials. 
This is a cast rod, +s inch in diame- 
ter, suggested for parts subjected to 
severe wear. 


MATRIX ALLOY A 
NEW PRODUCT 


Matrix alloy is a new product de- 
veloped by Cerro de Pasco Copper 
Corporation, New York city, to pro- 
vide a satisfactory matrix material 
that would permit complicated 
punches and dies to be finished in 
sectional shapes. 

The alloy is said to hold die parts 
firmly yet permits their almost in- 
stant release without danger of 
drawing the temper. It is intended 
to replace type metal and other 
alloys. It has a tensile strength of 
13,000 pounds and registers 19 on 
the Rockwell E scale. It can be 
melted with a blow torch or a jet of 
steam, it is claimed, and expands 
slightly on cooling. It also will 
withstand peening.
